The Mayor of London, Boris 
Johnson, got a visit from 
Waltham Forest Council at 
his Mayor’s question time 
last week and was asked 
to explain how he plans to 
tackle Waltham Forest’s 
policing problems. 

A delegation from Waltham 
Forest visited City Hall on 
Wednesday 13 October to 
invite the Mayor to take action 
and tell our residents they’ll 
get the extra permanent police 
that they’ve been calling for. 

The trip was organised as part 
of the relaunch of the Council’s 
‘We’re calling for back-up’ 
campaign, which is calling on 
the Mayor to provide Waltham 
Forest with 120 extra police to 
tackle the disproportionate levels 
of serious crime in the borough. 

In January the Council delivered 
a 7300 signature petition to City 
Hall, but although there have 
been meetings with senior police 
officers and extra officers have 
been temporarily deployed in the 
borough, crime in Waltham 
Forest has continued to rise. 

Despite London seeing 
an extra 663 police officers 
deployed in the last 12 months,

This morning (Friday 8 
October) thirty or so disabled 
people got the message that 
they wouldn’t be going to 
meet their friends, do their 
activities, have their lunch, 
and be safe. 

Why? Because someone 
thought it was ok to steal the 
catalytic converters from the Disability Resource Centre’s 
two minibuses during the night, while parked in their 
Walthamstow premises. This is the second time this 
has happened. 

It seems that society’s perception of disabled people 
has changed in recent years. The Disability Discrimination 
Act was meant to ‘even the playing field’ for the disabled, 
but it seems to have made able bodied people lazy. 

Blue Badge bays, lifts and disabled spaces on public 
transport are all fair game to be taken over by the able 
bodied if not in use, but when they are needed by the 
people they are meant for, will they be vacated? Not on 
your life! 

There is also a perception that disabled people are all 
benefit scroungers who get everything they want for free 
(off the taxpayer) so that if they are robbed they’ll get it 
replaced at no personal expense. This is not true. The red- 
top newspapers may pick out the odd offender who claims

benefits they are not entitled to, but the majority of disabled 
people have to pass stringent tests to qualify for benefits 
and by golly do they need them. Very little is provided free 
of charge and there are huge waiting lists for equipment. 

I’m not saying these thieves are committing hate 
crimes, (there are measures in place to deal with those) 
but they are contempt crimes. The police cannot seem 
to do much, unless violence is involved, because 
there are simply not enough officers to go round. The 
disruption in the lives of vulnerable people that these 
thieves are targeting can be devastating. Often going out 
on an organised trip to the Disability Resource Centre is 
the only chance they get to leave their house during the 
week. I would like to see more police on the street to 
help catch and deal with these kinds of callous thieves, 
who affect so many lives unnecessarily. 

With regards to the criminals themselves, I hope they 
don’t ever have to understand at first hand just what 
an affect they have on disabled people. Many people, 
or their loved ones, become disabled in later life. They 
may think differently then.

‘Back up’ is back 

• Council’s campaign for 120 extra permanent police officers is relaunched and puts 
pressure on the Mayor of London to intervene 

• More permanent police officers needed to tackle serious crime in Waltham Forest 


It is almost a year since 
the Council launched its 
‘We’re calling for back¬ 
up’ campaign for more 
permanent police officers 
in Waltham Forest. 

The campaign was 
launched in 2009 after 
research showed the borough 
had disproportionately low 
levels of police officers and 
high levels of serious crime. 

Despite talks with senior 
police officials, and being 
given extra temporary 
officers, the issues facing 
the borough remain. 

Crime levels have 
continued to rise, but 


incredibly police numbers 
have actually fallen and clear 
up rates, or the number of 
crimes solved, are low. 


The relaunched campaign 
is now personal, and calling 
on Boris Johnson as Mayor of 
London to listen to residents’ 


concerns and allocate extra 
permanent police officers 
to Waltham Forest.

• More than 7300 residents have pledged their support for 
the campaign so far. 

• Waltham Forest receives between 50 and 70 police officers 
a day on a temporary basis from the Metropolitan Police. 

• Despite London receiving an additional 663 extra permanent 
police officers between January 2009 and August 2010 
Waltham Forest saw a reduction of two officers in this period. 

• Waltham Forest has one police officer for every 49 crimes - 
the worst ratio in London. 

• Crime has been rising in Waltham Forest since April 2009. 

• Of the Olympic host boroughs, Waltham Forest has the 
lowest number of police officers.

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Legal challenge 
to BSF cuts 


• Council seeks legal challenge of government decision to axe the borough’s 
Building Schools for the Future (BSF) schemes 

• Residents urged to sign petition calling on the government to reverse its decision 


Waltham Forest Council is 
seeking a judicial review, 
or legal challenge, to the 
government’s decision 
to axe BSF funding for 
schools in the borough. 

Over the past three months 
there have been genuine 
efforts to negotiate with the 


government and ask them 
to review their decision to 
cut a £275 million schools 
investment programme in 
Waltham Forest. Education 
Minister Lord Hill visited the 
borough on 24 September 
to see for himself the impact 
the cuts are having. 


So far the Council has 
spent almost £17 million on 
developing the BSF scheme 
and buying land for new school 
sites. The cancellation of the 
scheme is having a devastating 
impact on thousands of young 
people in Waltham Forest, 
who are learning in outdated 
and unsuitable classrooms 
and facilities. 

Waltham Forest is one of 
four councils in the UK that 
has applied for a judicial 
review into the government’s 
decision to axe the projects, 
along with Luton, Nottingham 
and Sandwell councils. 

The Council has already 
launched a petition and 
campaign to oppose the 
government’s axing of the 
scheme and hundreds of local 
people are getting involved 
to try and help change the 
government’s mind. 

Cllr Chris Robbins, Leader 


of Waltham Forest Council, 
told Waltham Forest News: 
“The government’s decision 
to cancel the BSF projects 
in Waltham Forest is having 
a catastrophic effect on our 
pupils and staff and we’ve 
been doing everything we 
can to persuade them to 
change their minds. 

“We’ve gone about this 
the right way and we’ve tried 
to come to a reasonable 
agreement with the 
government. It’s with a heavy 
heart that we’ve been forced 
to apply for a judicial review 
in order to do what is best for 
our pupils and our schools.”

Since my last column, the Council has been 
relaunching the ‘We’re calling for back-up’ 
campaign for 120 extra permanent police officers 
in Waltham Forest. 

As you will have read in previous issues of Waltham 
Forest News, the Council has been trying to secure extra 
permanent police officers to deal with the high levels of 
crime we have in Waltham Forest. More than 7300 of 
you have been campaigning with us. 

British Crime Survey figures have shown that our 
borough has one of the worst ‘clear up’ rates in the UK. 
We’re the worst for the percentage of car crimes solved

and the second worst for burglaries solved. Waltham 
Forest also has just one police officer for every 49 
crimes committed - the worst ratio in London. 

Let me be clear: our police do a great job, but there 
simply aren’t enough of them to go round. Operation 
KORG, a police initiative which saw additional 
temporary police support drafted in to help tackle 
issues such as street robbery, resulted in a drop of 
almost 100 crimes after eight weeks. Positive proof that 
when Waltham Forest receives the additional police 
resources it needs, the results speak for themselves. 

Myself and fellow councillors, from across the political 
divide, visited City Hall for the Mayor of London’s 
question time on Wednesday 13 October. Jennette 
Arnold, Member of the London Assembly for Waltham 
Forest, asked a question on the Council’s behalf about 
increasing numbers of permanent police officers. 

While Boris Johnson acknowledged that Waltham 
Forest has crime problems, and said he would speak to 
the Council about the matter, he would not commit to 
giving us extra permanent police officers. 

All we’re asking for is a fair deal for our residents, and 
the number of permanent police officers we need to make 
Waltham Forest safer. We will keep pressing the Mayor 
to ensure we get the police back-up we sorely need.

As everyone will hear in 
the news, the government 
is cutting funding to the 
public sector through 
the Comprehensive 
Spending Review. 


The Council estimates that 
we will have to save at least 
£65 million over the next four 
years. This is a huge amount 
of money and it means the 
Council will not be able to 


do all of the things we 
have done in the past. 

Tough decisions 
undoubtedly lie ahead. 

The Council wants residents’ 
views to ensure that they 
reflect resident’s priorities, 
and wants to continue to 
provide vital services for the 
largest number of people. 

Significant cuts from 
central government have 
already hit Waltham Forest 
this year. The borough is no 
longer going to receive £258 
million to build new schools 
and an extra £2.6 million 
was taken from government 
funding in July. 

Letters will be sent to 
every home in the borough, 
explaining how residents can 
take part in the conversation 
and let the Council know 
what their priorities are. 

Using an online 
consultation tool - ‘You 
choose’ residents will be 


able to see how much 
the Council spends on 
services so they can 
prioritise the areas and 
services that are most 
important to them. People 
can also suggest making 
savings to other areas. 

Every service area will 
be affected by cuts, but 
the Council is committed 
to providing vital services 
and making sure that the 
tax burden isn’t passed 
onto families that are 
already struggling to 
make ends meet.

Crimestoppers reminder 

While the Council continues its campaign to bring more 
permanent police resources to the borough’s streets, we would 
also like to remind residents that Crimestoppers represents a 
valuable resource in helping beat crime. The charity has already 
helped seize more than £6m in illegal drugs and more than 
£1 m in stolen goods this year, and almost 2500 arrests have 
been made as a result of tip-offs. Information can be given 
anonymously either online or by phone and, as well as doing your 
bit to help make Waltham Forest a safer place to live, there’s also 
the chance that you could receive a reward of up to £1,000 if your 
information leads to someone being arrested and charged.

Council publishes 
spends above £500 

Waltham Forest is one of sixty Councils in England that have 
begun to publish a list of all purchases it has made that are 
worth more than £500. Every month, within 14 days of the end 
of the month, a list is published on the Council website showing 
who it paid, how much it paid and what for. All Councils are 
expected to publish these details from January, but Waltham 
Forest has got in early on the act so residents can see how 
council tax money is spent. The pay of Council Chief Officers 
and payscales for other council staff is also available online.

In July 2010 Waltham Forest Council held the first ‘Love your 
borough’ awards ceremony to recognise and reward the good work 
that is being done in the borough.

Although he is still learning 
how to become a qualified firefighter, he has actively thrown 
himself into watch, station and Borough activities and initiatives. 

He quickly established himself as a resourceful and steadfast 
member of his watch and volunteered to help out at Junior 
Citizens events organised for primary school children in the 
Borough. It has involved him giving talks at many different schools 
to promote the use of smoke detectors, how to phone the fire 
brigade and what to do in the event of a fire at home. 

Much of this has been done in his own time, and he has been 
enthusiastic at all times. He has undoubtedly gone out of his way 
to provide fire safety advice to a large number of young people 
at an age when they are most likely to listen and alter their 
behaviour. His actions will impact greatly on the safety of young 
people and, by association, the wider community.

Takeaway’s foul conditions 

• Catalogue of hygiene failings at chicken and pizza takeaway 


• Leytonstone eatery ordered to close while improvements were carried out 


Flies on raw meat, a fridge 
with its door hanging 
off and mouse dropping 
scattered around the 
premises were just some 
of the serious hygiene 
problems found at a 
Leytonstone takeaway. 

Horrified environmental 
health officers from Waltham 
Forest Council uncovered the 
findings at the Chicken Box 
chicken and pizza takeaway 
in High Road, Leytonstone, 
on 28 September. 

They also found surfaces 


which was granted on 
Thursday 30 September. 

The owner was ordered to 
pay £669 costs and the shop 
was closed until the Council 
was satisfied the premises 
no longer posed a risk to 
public health. The shop has 
now reopened, and been 
given a clean bill of health 
by the Council. 

Waltham Forest Council’s 
Cabinet Member for 
Environment, Cllr Clyde 
Loakes, told Waltham 
Forest News: “Its completely

coated with thick layers of 
grease, a lack of hygiene 
training for staff, no pest 
control contract and no 
hot water. 

Officers immediately closed 
the premises and applied to 
Waltham Forest Magistrates’ 
Court for a closure order, 


unacceptable in this day and 
age for takeaway owners to 
treat paying customers with 
such cavalier disregard. 

“We expect the highest 
standards of hygiene from 
our food premises and we 
will not hesitate to close 
down or prosecute those 



establishments which treat 
their customers’ health and 
safety with disdain.” 

But it’s not all bad news 
where chicken shops are 
concerned. Western Fried 
Chicken in Hoe Street, 
Walthamstow has recently 
received a five star rating 
in the national ‘Scores on 
the doors’ scheme, which 
rates hygiene levels of food 
premises.

• Crackdown aims to make the borough tidier and reduce fly-tipping

warning of when Council 
enforcement officers are 
cracking down on dirty 
front gardens in their area.

website as a way of giving 
people the chance to clean 
up and avoid the need for 
formal action to be taken 
against them.

its award winning ‘Wiping 
out enviro-crime’ campaign 
last month. 

Officers are currently 
travelling the borough 
handing out notices to the 
owners of dirty front gardens 
giving them 48 hours to clear 
the mess. If they don’t, the 
council can move in and 
do the work for them - then 
charge the owner of the 
property for the clear up. 

Residents can order a 
free bulky waste collection 
to help tidy their gardens. 
Collection of specified items 
is completely free, but it is not 
a house or garden clearance 
service and certain items 
cannot be collected. 

Cllr Clyde Loakes, Cabinet 
Member for Environment, 
told Waltham Forest News: 
“We want front gardens in 
Waltham Forest to be 
cleaner and tidier but we 


also want to give residents 
every opportunity to clean up 
their act before the Council 
gets involved. 

“That’s why when we visit 
residents to tell them to clean 
up their front gardens we tell 
them about our free bulky 
waste collection service. 

As well as the scheduled 
enforcement visits, dirty front 
gardens that are spotted in 
other areas will be also be 
dealt with promptly.

• Local horticultural society celebrates 120 years of serving local community 

• Group offers help and advice to gardeners young and old 


With Organiclea’s 
Hawkswood Nursery going 
from strength to strength, 
and more and more 
people taking the time to 
grow their own fruit and 
vegetables, there’s never 
been a better time to think 
about taking up gardening 
yourself. Good news then 
that a local horticultural 
society is still going strong 
- over 100 years since it 
was formed. 

Highams Park Horticultural 
Society this year celebrates its 
120th year of giving advice to 
local gardeners and growers. 
The society, formerly known as 
Hale End Horticultural Society, 
was established in 1890 and 
has been affiliated with the 
Royal Horticultural Society 
(RHS) since as early as 1947. 

As well as holding a yearly 
show; where members 
can exhibit flowers, fruit, 


vegetables, home-baked 
goods and crafts, the club 
meets on the second Tuesday 
of every month at Winchester 
Road Methodist Church Hall, 
Winchester Road, to share 
tips and advice. 


But how does the society 
offer help to green-fingered 
locals? Waltham Forest News 
spoke to club treasurer David 
Spicer to find out. 

David told Waltham Forest 
News: “I’ve been involved in 
the society since 1947, when I 
was two years old. My mother 
and some of her friends 
started up the society again 
after the end of World War 
Two, but there has been a 
member of my family involved 
in the group since it began. 


“Growing your own veg is 
getting more and more popular 
and many people might want 
to try, but don’t know one end 
of a spade from another. That’s 
where we can help. We’ve 
been running a beginners 


gardening club for three years; 
it’s a real back to basics club 
where people can learn about 
planting and growing flowers 
and vegetables. 

He added: “We also have 
a monthly meeting, where 
we have a talk, a practical 
demonstration and an open 
forum, where people can 
discuss horticultural problems 
and ask advice from others. 

The society currently has 
around 200 members, but 
would like to encourage more 


people to join, especially 
first time gardeners who are 
interested in learning how to 
grow their own food. 

David said: “We really do 
have everyone from complete 
beginners to more experienced 
gardeners who’ve been doing 
it for years. Gardening is 
something you can never 
really stop learning about. 

“Members of the society 
are always on hand to help 
with any queries. Whether 
you’re an absolute beginner 
of a seasoned gardener 
you’ll be able to take home 
valuable advice to improve 
your own garden.”

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Who needs to complete the census? 

Everyone who is living in the borough on Sunday 27 March 2011 
needs to be included on the census. 

Why is the census important? 

It’s the most effective way to make sure your area gets the 
public services it needs - like doctors, police, schools and 
council services. If you don’t respond to the census the 
Council will not receive enough funding to deliver services. 
People who don’t respond lose the Council approximately 
£500 per person per year. 

Doesn’t the Council have this information already? 

No, the census is not about collecting data for the Council. 

The census is carried out by the Office for National Statistics. 

Is the information collected confidential? 

The information is completely confidential. All personal data is 
kept secret and protected by law. All questionnaires are kept 
confidential for 100 years and all data is processed in the UK. 

Can I complete the census online? 

Yes, 2011 is the first time you can complete your census online. 
Your paper questionnaire will include an access code to enable 
you to reply online. 

Will everyone in the household have to fill in a 
questionnaire? 

It is the householder’s or joint householder’s responsibility 
to complete the questionnaire. The householder is the 
person that owns or rents the property. 

Who should I include? 

Everyone living or staying in the household on census day must 
be included in the questionnaire - even babies and visitors 
staying overnight on census day. 

What if I’m in a hostel, hotel or some other communal 
home on census day? 

If you have lived, or intend to live, for more than 6 months 
in a communal establishment you will be given a questionnaire 
by the manager or another member of staff. 


Preparing for 2011 census

In March 2011 the Office 
for National Statistics 
(ONS) will carry out a 
census to find out more 
about the people who live 
in England and Wales, 
and the make-up of each 
borough’s local areas. 

The census takes place 
every 10 years and asks 
questions about work, 
health, national identity, 
ethnic background, 
language, education, 
marital status and more. 

The answers received are 
used to build a picture of 
today’s society. 

The census will take 
place on Sunday 27 March 
2011, when the ONS will 


send out questionnaires to 
approximately 25 million 
homes. You should fill in the 
questionnaire and send it 
back to the ONS as soon 
as possible. 

Like all local authorities,

2011-12 school 
dates agreed 

The dates for the 2011 -12 school terms in Waltham Forest 
have been announced, and there are changes regarding 
which religious festivals schools will close for. 

Currently, all schools in Waltham Forest close for the 
religious festivals of Christmas, Easter, Eid-ul-fitr, Diwali 
and Guru Nanak’s birthday, if they occur on a weekday 
during term time, to raise awareness of different faiths 
among pupils. 

This will now change, and the only religious festivals all schools 
must close for during 2011 -12 are Christmas and Easter. 

The responsibility for deciding which other religious holidays 
schools may close for has been handed to each school’s 
governing body. Schools will be able to vary the standard 
school year and could close their schools on a religious 
holiday if it occurs on a weekday in term time after consulting 
with their local communities. 

The term dates for the school year 2011 -2012 will be; 
Autumn term - Friday 2 September to Friday 16 December, 
Spring term - Tuesday 3 January to Friday 30 March, Summer 
term - Monday 16 April to Friday 20 July. 

The new arrangements mean schools can take decisions 
on what religious holidays to mark based on the faiths of their 
students, and the new policy will be more flexible in meeting 
the needs of religious pupils across Waltham Forest.
